Cap- 
tain Mayo had been been called to the 
acene of the shooting by Sam Crane, in 
front of whose house, at the corner of 
Ellis and Piedmont, the first shots were 
fired. When taken, Crawford was under 
the house, and he begged the officer not 
to fire, for he would give up. 

A patrol wagon, on a call in the neigh- 
borhood. also engaged in the chase, and 
Driver Trammel was fired on by the ne- 
gro, bu’ escaped uminjured. Trammell 

was the only officer who succeeded in hit- 
ting Crawford, two of his five shots graz- 
ing his head. Other than this, Craw- 
ford was unhurt. 

The negro showed fight in the patrol 
wagon on the way to the station, and 
while being searched at the police head- 
quarters he again attempted to wound 
the officers by suddenly drawing a long 
knife from his pocket. 

At the station, Crawford stated that 
he intended to kill his wife, but did nof 
want to injure the officers, and was only 
trying to evade arrest, Crawford's wife 
was seriously injured, being shot through 
the lung, but Officer Fincher’s weunds 
are not so serious, and he should re

R some memorial window of Gen- 
eral ‘Stonewall’ Jackson was un- 

veiled in the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church (negro) today. The window was 
erected by the pastor, Rev. L. L. Down- 
ing, the money for its purchase coming 
wholly from the negroes. The exercises 
were largely attended by both races, the 
Confederate camps of Roanoke and Sa- 
lem and the chapters of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy of the same place 
being well represented. The chief ad-

The word "‘leisure’’ comes from a Latin 
word which means ‘‘it is lawful,’ or it 
is permitted, or it is allowed; and, there- 
fore, by leisure we do not mean. idle- 
ness, but a space of time during which,

erty to do as we please. Hence ‘‘leisure’’ 
has come to signify the time during 
which we are free from the demands of 
profession, business or occupation, and 
which we can at our gwn pleasure de- 
vote to someting other than that 
which is regarded as our work in life.

ONTGOMERY, ALA., 
(Special.)—It is somewhat of @ co- 
incidence in Alabama criminal 

history that a man is now at the insane 
asvlum in Tuscaloosa awaking return 
of his mental equilibrium to be executed 
for the murder of his fellowman. His 
mind became impaired after conviction 
and sentence, as it is claimed John Wil- 
liams’ has, and, on the advice of physt- 
cians, the governor respited him twice, 
the last time until February 7, 1907.

On trial in the circuit court Watts was 
found guilty and sentenced to hang. The 
date of the execution was set, but the 
case was appealed to the supreme court, 
which operated as a stay. The highest 
court of the land reset the time at Feb- 
ruary 9, 1906. Before the day of execu- 
tion, however, it was shown to the gov- 
ernor that Watts had become crazy. At 
the request of the executive physicians 
from the state hospital for the insane 
were sent to Guntersville to examine the 
patient, and the verdict being that his 
mind was affected, he was respited into 
the care of the head of the institution 
January !3 to July !7. That date 
coming almost up, and it being discov- 
ered that he was still in a bad way, the 
respite was continued to February 7 
next, which will take it over to another 
governor.

BERMUDA AND VETCH. 

W. H. W., Atlanta, Ga.—I beg a ‘‘lit- 
tle light’’ on subject of vetch and ber- 
mudq grase. I have a plot of excellent 
bermuda grass, high enough to cut and 
make splendid hay; easily cured and re- 
tains good color and aroma.
